HONOLULU ( A P ) - Bombing 
in store for the Communists in 
North Viet Nam and South Viet 
Nam this month will far out- 
strip the intensity of such U.S.

They said the United States 
has "unlimited capabilities" to 
hit the North but that "we could 
quadruple our opei-ations in the 
North and it would not have the

South. 


While comparing thi.s month's 
air war level with that of the 
Korean War, officials did not 
furnish any hard statistics 
on 
actual bomb tonnages or num- 
bers of sorties. 


Castro lashed out in reply to 
Chinese charges that he lied 
when he declared Jan. 2 that 
Peking had reneged on a sugar- 
for-rice agreement. 


Amplifying hLs charges, 
he 
.said Peking had in effect joined 
the "Yankee 
imperialist 
eco- 
nomic blockade" of Cuba by 
drastically reducing trade with 
Havana.

sugar, he said: "It is a more

question, and that is whether in

Castro capped his attack with 
charges that Peking sought to 
subvert Cuba's armed forces by 
"a massive distribution of prop- 
aganda materials in our coun- 
try."

Castro charged further that 
Chinese officials had tried to 
contact "Cuban officials here 
and in some cases approached 
officials in an apparent effort to 
win them over personally with 
the intent of making them con- 
verts to their cause or perhaps 
to obtain infcnmation." 


Castro said he told Chona's 
envoy that Cuba had freed itself 
from a country ondy 90 miles 
away and "was not d i s p o ^ to 
accept" the attempt oi "another 
poM'erful state 6,000 miles away 
to impose similar practices." 


Castro also rejected China's 
implication that Cuba was a 
satelllite of the Soviet Union. 


"We are satellites of no one," 
he declared, "nor shall we ever 
be."

began last November when Chi- 
na rejected a Cuban request for 
280,000 tons of rice, refused to 
import 800,000 tons of Cuban 
sugar and turned down a re- 
quest from Havana for extended 
tiade loans. 


U Thant, Pope 
Work For New 
Peace Attempt

A Chicago fire which broke 
out in two adjoining three-story 
hotels on the SouUi Side forced 
100 persons from their beds in 
23-degree cold. Three persons 
were hospitalized and three oth- 
ers, including a fireman, re- 
ceived medical aid.

blamed the Miami blaze — in a 
40-year-old building in the city's 
Negro slum area — on a kero- 
sene stove explosion.

Lawrence Rubin, executive 
secretary 
of 
the 
Mackinac 
Bridge 
Authority, 
told 
the 
U.P. Chapter of the National 
Society of Professional Engi­ 
neers dining at the Sherman 
Hotel Saturday evening that 
he hoped the newest round of 
Mackinac Bridge toll talk was 
over because it is hurting the 
Upper Peninsula. 


“These legislative debates,” 
said Rubin “generate a great 
deal of heat, but not much 
light. The choice of words and 
the 
unsupported 
allegations 
made about the bridge toll and 
the economy of the 
Upper 
Peninsula would lead the aver­ 
age citizen to conclude that 
only the Rockfellers and the 
Kennedys could afford to make 
the 
crossing. 
And 
that 
the 
people of the Upper Peninsula 
were economically on a level 
with the inhabitants of L’il 
Abner’s Dogpatch. 


“One well-intended citizen, 
not satisfied with disgracing 
the Upper Peninsula as an 
economic Appalachia, resorted 
to the international arena to 
dredge out his figure of speech 
for publicity purposes. He re­ 
ferred to the bridge as an 
economic Berlin Wall. Bridge 
Authority Chairman Prentiss 
M 
Brown took him to task 
for this comparison and asked 
which side of the bridge he 
considered communist? The un­ 
fortunate part of all this ill 
wind is that it does not blow 
anybody any good, particular­ 
ly the Upper Peninsula. 


Talk Attraetlona 


“I suggest that we should 
be talking in terms of our 
attractions, which are positive­ 
ly unique In the Midwest and 
all worth the bridge toll to see. 
Last year 1.3 million vehicles 
crossed the bridge. Some 4.2 
million individuals went in and 
out of the Upper Peninsula — 
more than half the population 
of Michigan. 


“Concentrated in the Upper 
Peninsula 
are 
the 
greatest 
number of tourist attractions 
in any single area of the United 
Slates: 
Brock way 
Mountain 
Drive and the Copper Country, 
Lake of the Clouds, Bays de 
Noc, the Pictured Rocks, Tah- 
puamenon Falls, Kitch-iti-Kipi 
Springs, the Snow Islands, the 
Soo Locks, Mackinac Island, 
scores of waterf&lls. hundreds 
of lakes, historical lore of in­ 
comparable interest and the 
Mackinac Bridge. 


“I challenge any other area 
to offer similar advantages and 
I suggest that it is well worth 
the $3.75 to cross the Straits 
of Mackinac to enjoy these 
attractions. 


Efforts To Save 


‘‘This is not to say that the 
tolls shouldn’t be reduced. It 
was the Mackinac Bridge Au­ 
thority, led by Chairman Brown, 
who took the only sound and 
sensible steps to pave the way 
for toll reduction 
since 
the 
bridge has been opened. 


“The same day the Mackinac 
Bridge Authority accepted the 
bid for its bonds at a net in­ 
terest cost of 4.26 per cent, the 
Indiana Toll Road Commission 
accepted a bid of 3.75 per cent 
on its borrowing of some $300 
million. Today’s 
bond 
quota* 
tions on Mackinac’s are 3 to 
5 i>er cent above par while In> 
diana’s are offered at 7 points 
below par. 


“£xcept 1958, the first four 
years of bridge operation on the 
heels of the 1958 recession were 
substantially below the traffic 
engineers* estimates of traffic. 
The Authority began to look for 
ways of refunding during the 
late 1950s and getting the tolls 
reduced. The bond market was 
suffering a serious slump. 


Federal Aid Out 


*Then at the Constitutional 
Convention 
Chaiimao 
Brown 
urged that the Legislature by 
two-thii*di vote and with tha 
approval of the Governor be au­ 
thorized to issue general obli* 
gation bonds to redeem success­ 
ful and w«U-fMfoiitd rtw n u t 


bonds, such as those issued by 
the Hi^way Department, the 
universities and the Mackinac 
Bridge. Michigan had about $900 
million of these revenue bonds 
outstanding and by converting 
all or part of them millions of 
dollars in interest cost annual­ 
ly could be saved. 


“The Constitutional Conven­ 
tion limited the refunding to the 
Mackinac Bridge bonds 
only. 
Legislation was introduced by a 
bi-partisan group in 1964 and 
did not even come out of com­ 
mittee. It could have refunded 
at an interest rate of 3 per cent 
or less end tolls could have been 
reduced to S2.25 or $2. 


“There are other ways of re­ 
ducing tolls in addition to re­ 
funding. The Legislature could 
grant a subsidy to reduce tolls. 
There is the Governor’s sug­ 
gestion about the weight tax 
which many persons consider 
ill-advised because it would fall 
exclusively on Michigan motor­ 
ists while permitting the 30 per 
cent of outstate drivers to cross 
without cost. The possibility of 
federal aid has been pretty well 
explored and exploded, as far as 
the Authority is concerned.

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Our War In Asia 


President Johnson’s flight to Hawaii for a con­ 
ference on the war in South Viet Nam diverts public 
attention from the thunder in Washington, where the 
administration’s war policies have come under increas­ 
ing questioning and criticism. Tlie conference may have 
been timed politically to achieve this diversion, but it 
serves a much more serious purpose. 


Besides conferring with leaders of the South Viet 
Nam government on the war, the President wished to 
counter the Asiatic image of America as the bully guy 
telling its little ally wliat to do. He wanted to confer 
—in the public eye—with Vietnamese leaders and lie 
wanted to give emphasis to the American intention to 
aid that troubled country economically as well as mili- 
taiily. 


Nothing that happens in Honolulu is apt to change 
the course of the war in Viet Nam. Only decisions made 
in Hanoi, and in Pekiiig, can change that. President 
Johnson has committed the United States to a long, 
hard war in Viet Nam unless the communists witli- 
draw their Viet Cong guerrilla forces and regular 
North Viet Nam army forces.

The President has not ordered all-out war witli 
the resumption of bombing in North Viet Nam be­ 
cause he has asked the United Nations to assume a 
peace making ix>le in the conflict and all-out war would 
not serve that end. 


The resumption of bombing after the 5-week lull to 
give our peace emissaries a chance to work on the 
communists through intennediary countries was or­ 
dered despite heavy pressures upon the President to 
continue the peace pause. He had no real choice in the 
matter and had to renew the bombing because the 
pause, while it worked some good with world opinion 
about America’s role in the war, was used b\' the com­ 
munists to rebuild bombed roads and bridges and other 
facilities and to beef up their forces and armaments in 
South Viet Nam. 


Further delay in bombing would also have encour- 
a g ^ the belief of Red leaders that there's some inde­ 
cision in America about the war. Tliere is some inde­ 
cision, of course, but it is about strategy, not commit­ 
ment. Some of our military leaders—not now in com­ 
mand—want us to pull back to shore positions and 
wait it out: keeping the communists from taking over 
the country, but not striking deep enough into the 
north to hurt North Viet Nam severely and risk bring­ 
ing Red China into the war.

Everyone is very unhappy about the war and wish­ 
ing that somewhere along the line we had made another 
decision that would, by some miracle, have achieved 
our ends (protection of South Viet Nam from Red con­ 
quest) without commiting us to a land war in Asia 
which could be endless. But it is significant that the 
critics of present government policy do not suggest 
that we get on our boats and go home. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk says we’re applying 
in Viet Nam the i»lic\’ on containment of communism 
which President Truman ordered in 1947, saying: “T 
believe that it must be the policy of the United States 
to support free peoples who are resisting attempted 
subjugation by ainned minorities or by outside pres­ 
sures.” 


Clearly the United States cannot rush like a fire­ 
man to every problem created by the communists; 
that sort of defense would soon defeat us. But when we 
do commit ourselves to a test with communism we can­ 
not bug out without very serious consequences. It's 
been suggested by the “doves” that the British had 
to do it in their Empire and the French in Algeria, but 
we are not confronted by the South Vietnamese with 
an indigenous aspiration for nationhood. They have 
that. Their problem is that the commies are deteiTnined 
to take over the southern part of the divided country as 
well as the northern part, no matter what its own 
people want.

U.S. Senator Jacob Javits went to Viet Nani to 
see for himself. He’s a Republican and if his findings 
had been otherwise it would have provided a handy 
opportunity to blast the Johnson Administration for 
its war policies. Piesident Johnson’s own fellow Demo­ 
crat, Senator Mike Mansfield, the majority leader, has 
expi*essed fears of a “Ijottomless Asian land war.” 


But Javits said “The impact of our (military) 
buildup is just beginning to be felt” and most South 
Vietnamese now believe that the Viet Cong will be de­ 
feated. They didn’t think so a year ago. “I believe the 
struggle in Viet Nam is worthy of the United States,” 
said Javits. “I believe it is worthy of the cause of free­ 
dom. I believe it needs to be waged and I believe it 
de.serves the support of the liberals. South Viet Nam 
is the zone of contact in the struggle for Die freedom 
of Asia, and those who see it as anything else are 
fooling themselves.”

Bill Kell Of 
Wilson Dies, 79

Billy Kell of Wilson is dead 
ftnd so is the era of the work 
horse. 


The little horse dealer with 
the big horses was one of the 
best known men of the mid- 
Upper Peninsula on its farms 
and logging camps a genera­ 
tion ago and he had a few hor- 
0es in the big barns on his 
hiUtop farm at Wilson until 
hia death. Jiust 
keeping 
his 
hand in. Still trading a little 
horseflesh; unable to end the 
trade that he had practiced so 
w«ll for so long that he got 
half>rich at it. 


Billy had a heart attack last 
Thursday. They took him to 
St. Francis Hospital in Escana- 
ba and he died there at 9:20 
a.m. Sunday. He was 79.

father had come to the Wilson 
area from his native Canada 
to start a farm and making his

The father had carried 
ties to build the line. 


Hone Trader 


His mother 
was 
Margaret 
Jane Bagley Kell, daughter of

Bagleys. Billy went to the lit­ 
tle school at Wilson through 
the eighth 
grade 
and then 
worked in a 
livery 
barn in 
Gladstone 
for 
Thomas 
Mc­ 
Donough and Bruce Leslie in 
1905. He later did teaming in 
logging camps for his brother, 
Jonathan Kell, north of La- 
Branche and on the Ford Riv- 
«• near Northland. His lifetime

He was around hoi^see from 
tha time he 
was 18, in the 
summers only at first, and at 
21 he became a full-time hur^e 
dealer. He bought the farm 
whei-e ha lived 
for so long 
from his late uncle, John Kell, 
8 r., when it contained only 67 
acres and he enlarged his own­ 
ership In Spalding and Harris 
townships until it totaled 3,- 
400 acitis. Shortly before his 
death he was debating further 
acquisitions. 


His 
landholdings 
checker- 
boarded out behind 
his big 
farm and he would seek a little 
•ncouragement from his friends 
at times for further acquisi­ 
tions, saying that if he only 
had a strategic forty he could 
dinve from his farm to Whitney 
without getting off his land. He 
logged his timberlands himseU 


and ranged 
oattla 
on tiieir 
openings. 


Breed Experimenter 


Persons 
couldn’t find 


him with his account books at 
his sal« in tha farmhouse, or 
out in the big 
horse bams, 
would take one of his privata 
roads out onto “My Ponderosa” 
looking for him. He*d often ba 
found with a little crew of In­ 
dians from the Hannahville Res- 
ei'vation cutting his pulpwood, 
or admiring his beei osittle. 


He was an Angus breeder 
and a Hereford braed«r, but h t 
had the livestock tivder’s hope­ 
less addiction to bargains and 
he was frequently experimen­ 
ting with Brahma crosses or 
some other oddments of breed­ 
ing, so that his herds provided 
a fascinating mixtiu^ of cattle 
in many colors, and with over­ 
large ears and other features 
that might not have impressed 
the judges at ttie U. P. State 
Fair, but which 
tended 
to 
weigh out a profit at the beef 
sales. 


But his big daiys at the U.P. 
Fair, which he served for years 
as a member of the Board of 
Managers, were the horse pull­ 
ing days, because Billy Kell 
was first and last and always 
a horse fancier. 
He and his 
bam boss, Ed Zastrow, used to 
go to the Fair each year with 
great expectancy to see how 
their best teams matched up 
with the best that the U. P. 
and 
Northeast^n 
Wisconsin 
could hitch onto the puilmeter. 
He had quite a few blue rib­ 
bons hanging in the barn to 
show tiiat his horses were best 
in many years. 


Thousands Of Horses 


He wss a short man, but well 
fleshed (as he'd say of a horse) 
and the way ha walked into a 
stall with a big horse in it, 
slapping it a resounding whack 
on the rump — **You gotta let 
’em know you’re comingl"----- 
showed his command of the big 
work animals. It was specially 
impressive, perhaps to a later 
generation that had grorwii up 
with automobiles and tractors 
and which didn’t even know tha 
linfo about “Belgians, Perch- 
erons and ’Shires.” 


BUly KeU sold thousands of 
horses. His bams held 150 and 
he usually had 75 head on 
hand when the trade was good. 
He madt inmnnsrabla trips to 
the Dakotas 
and Iowa 
and 
other horse breeding araaa and 
he had buyers in those placca 
who kept the Ug work horses 
moving to his stables to supply 
the needs of a huge trade be­ 
fore World War I. Tha tractors 
wera baginning to coma in af­ 
ter that, and tha trucks. Woods

Billy lived to see almost 
total eclipse of the horse as a 
farm animal and the great rise 
of riding for pleasure. He sold 
riding horoea, of course, but 
he always regarded them as 
mice compared with the great 
days of tha big B^gians.

CORTINA D’AMPEZZO, Italy 
fAP> — For the fiist time in 32 
world bob.slcd events, there will 
Ix; no fcui-man champion ttii.s 
yea I- because of the death of a 
West German driver. 


A jury, comijrised of officials 
of the six>rt, canceled the event 
Sunday rather than try to com­ 
plete it Sunday night or later. 


Most of the competitors sup- 
piirted the decision, but it was 
denounced as “hasty and un> 
B|x>rtsmanlike” by the organizer 
of the ill-fated championship. 


The action stemmed from the 
death Saturday night of 26-year- 
old Anton Pensberger, whose 
.«¡led mi.s.sed a curve during the 
first run down the 1,740-meter 
ice chute, .shot over the rim and 
crashed into a gix)ve of trees. 


Comi>ctilion con'tinued SatuJ- 
day night until halfway through 
the second mn when Pensber- 
ger’s death, the first bobsled 
fatality at this Alpine resort in 
four 
yeari^, 
was 
announced. 
Only nine of 17 sleds made the 
second run. 


The other tliree membei’s of 
Pensberger’s sled were hospi­ 
talized. Brakeman Ludwig Sie- 
oert, 27, underwent surgery, 
and doctors said he was some- 
A'hat improv«jd. Helmut Wm*zer 
and Roland Eberhardt were re­ 
ported out of dangei'. 


Even befoae the jui*y met, 
Germany, Austria, Switzerland 
and France said they would not 
continue, leaving Canada, tJie 
United States, Britain, Italy, 
Czechoslovakia and Romania to 
await thf decision.

Jean Charles Zerbini of Saraso­ 
ta—husband, father and busi­ 
nessman—drives an air-condi­ 
tioned car to work each morn­ 
ing and comes home looking 
like he’s been wrestling lions. 


He has. 
Zerbini, 23, is an eightli-gen- 
eration lion tamer who W'ill re­ 
place the late Clyde Beatty, 
America's best known animal 
trainer, in the featured center 
ring of the touring Shi'ine Circus 
this season. 


His act with 11 lions has the 
polish of 200 years—the time his 
forebears toured Europe and 
the 
Mediterranean 
countries 
making the name Zerbini syn­ 
onymous with eii'cus. 


Five 
year 
ago 
Zerbini 
brought his famous name across 
the Atlantic, added “Tarzan” 
for its appeal to U.S. audiences, 
and set cut to carve a niche for 
the Zerbinis in American circus 
annals. 


He will be near to doing this if 
he can fill Beatty’s shoes. Beat­ 
ty, 61, succumbed to cancer last 
summer after 17 years as a 
Shrine Circus headliner. He sur­ 
vived more than 100 maulings 
over his 40-year career. 


Born in North Africa, Zerbini 
and his aerialist wife, Jacque­ 
line, live in a converted trailer 
home with their 20-month-old 
daughter, Patricia, in a circus 
community west of Sarasota. 


Zerbini claims his act is the 
most daring in the business, 
capped by throw'ing a 400-pound 
lion to the floor of the cage 
barehanded. 


Few who watch it will be In­ 
clined to disagree. Coached by 
his father, Charles, 53, who lost 
a leg to the cats at age 15, Zer­ 
bini i.s calm as a kindergarten 
teacher as he puts his animals 
through their paces—jumping, 
dancing, and acting as if to de­ 
vour him.
